Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to independent claim 1, prior art fails to teach diffusing oxygen into the 
body of a monocrystalline LSO. The Examiner notes that while prior art does teach a method of 
forming an LSO crystal wherein said method comprises a step of adding about 1% oxygen, there 
is no suggestion or motivation to modify said method with a step of diffusing oxygen into said 
LSO crystal 

With regards to independent claim 19, the reasons for allowance have been set forth in 
the previous Office Action.
